| for 11 days by the police of Kobe 
on suspicion of espionage. He said 
he was arrested by a plainclothes 
policeman aboard the liner Tatsuta 
Maru, on which he was traveling 
from Shainghai to Kobe, after he 


had taken photographs from the 
liner’s deck. 

On arrival at Kobe, Pierce said, 
he was permitted to sleep in his 
hotel but was ordered to report at 
a police station daily where he was 
subjected to questioning for 10 
hours each day during 11 days. 
Pierce said the questioning would 
“make American police handling of) 
Dillinger seem courteous.” 

He was released after paying a) 
fine of 30 yen (about $8.40) for tak-| 
ing photographs in a fortified zone. 

Pierce said that when he was a 
member of the California Legisla- 
ture he had opposed anti-Japanese 
legislation. 

Mrs. Gertrude Edward Snyder, 
an Australian, arrived in Tokio to- 
day with the story of an experience 
similar to Pierce’s. She said she 
had been held overnight in a cell in 
a police station at Kagoshima and 
subjected to a strenuous question- 
ing and indignities, She said she 
also was detained and questioned 
at Shimonoseki, where a British 
consul obtained her release. Mrs. 
Snyder said the Japanese _ police 
were suspicious of her activities 
because she traveled extensively in 
the interior. 

Pierce was the second United 
States citizen recently under sus- 
picion of espionage in Japanese 
territory. W. S. Gates of Lancas- 
ter, Pa., former United States Naval 
Lieutenant, is still being detained 
at -Giran, Formosa, after being 
taken into custody with two com- 
panions, a German and a Russian, 
with whom he embarked on a treas- 
ure hunting expedition in the South 
Seas. 

Also in custody in Formosa are 
J. J. Aaland, of the Netherlands, 
who is held at Takao, and Otto | 
Kriez, a German writer, who is be- 
jing detained at Taichu.

HONOLULU, May 9.—The great- 
est mass ocean flight ever attempt- 
ed began today when the first of 
46 naval patrol planes took off from 
Pearl Harbor for Midway Island, 
1323 miles away, at 7:18 a. m. (11:48 
St. Louis time), 

In about two hours the 46 planes 
in several formations had headed 
northwestward over the Pacific 
Ocean, 

They were led by the VP-10 
squadron of six planes. The last 


ship left the water at 9:17 a. m. 

War-time secrecy covered. the 
movement of the planes as they slid 
down the ramp at Pearl Harbor. 

In the maneuvers the air fleet 
from the naval base at Pearl Har- 
bor, 12 miles from Honolulu, will 
join 153 warships. 

The weather was clear and there 
was practically no wind as the first 
plane left the water. 

The planes, it is learned, are ex- 
pected. to reach Midway Island by 
7 o'clock tonight (11:30 p. m. St. 
Louis time.) 

Newspaper men who applied for 
admission at the gates of the Pearl 
Harvor Navy Yard were turned 
away, and cameramen likewise 
failed to gain entrance. Nobody 
was permitted inside with a cam- 
era. Only a few persons gathered 
on a hillside nearby saw the begin- 
ning of the flight.

It was a few minutes past 6, 
Mexican time, when I took off. Al- 
though I used perhaps a full mile 
of the improvised runway the plane 
got into the air with surprising 
ease. Then I climbed to 9000 feet, 
skimming over the mountains that 
lie between Mexico City and the 
sea, 

Once across the divide, clouds 
banked continuously below me 
stretching down over the gulf. I 
saw little but their contours with 
the exception of one brief glimpse 
of a group of oil tanks from which 
I estimated I must be close to 
Tampico. Thence I bore northeast- 
erly in a straight line across the 
Gulf to New Orleans, a distance of 
about 700 miles. Gver the water I 
held my altitude of 9000 feet, Two 
layers of clouds were beneath me. 
Now and then one reared its head 
up almost to my level. 

Steamer Sighted En Route. 


Once as I neared shore, a hole

Juries Slow to Convict. 

“Even. when we have a strong 
case there is the jury to consider. 
Few juries are without some mem- 
ber who has bet on a horse race 
and many who never have done ‘so 
are inclined to view it as no great 
offense. 

“There is a popular dislike: for 
entrapment and this is the view 
taken by many when a policeman 
testifies that he made a bet, as he 
must do to. obtain necessary evi- 
dence. This might be overcome if 
citizens concerned themselves with 
gathering evidence. 

Many cases are fiot presented to 
Circuit Attorney's office and 
some on which police think a case 
can he made are eliminated by the 
failure of a grand jury to indict. 
All cases in which the bookmaker | 
is charged with being custodian of 
a bet are presented to the grand 
jury. Formerly, informations were 
issued but many of the cases fell 
by the wayside through dismissal 
in the Courts of Criminal Correc- 
tion when preliminary hearings 
held... Proceeding. through 
grand jury indictment eliminates, 
preliminary hearings. | 

Police Chief's View. 

Chief of Police McCarthy said 
the gambling situation was ‘“‘well in 
hand.” No gambling houses were

ST. LOUIS AND AVIATION. 

The relation of St. Louis to aviation should com- 
mand the serious attention of the community. The 
blunt truth is that we are losing that place in air 
traffic to which we are geographically entitled and 
for which we voted $2,000,000 for a modern airport. 

The traffic at the airport tells the story. There 
are only 14 transport planes coming in and going 
out daily. Kansas City has distinctly more than that, 
and other airports much leas central than our own 
far exceed us in the volume of traffic. 

As an illustration, the TWA has three planes every 
day between New York and the Pacific coast. One 
of these stops at St. Louis, coming here by way of 
Columbus, 0. The others go by way of Pittsburgh 
and Chicago. The Pittsburgh plane passes over the 
north edge of St. Louis and stops at Kansas City. 
Both the TWA and American Airlines have moved 
their general offices away from St. Louis. The TWA 
went to Kansas City and American Airlines to 
Chicago. 

Traffic at the Chicago airport is many times great- 
er than traffic at the St. Louis airport. It is in- 
evitable that it should be larger. / Chicago is the 
second American city. It is not, However, so cen- 
tral as St. Louis. Air travel bears the same rela- 
tion to population that all other transport bears. If 
it followed population Jines in the Mississippi Val- 
ley, the local airport would be one of the busiest in 
the United States. 

It was in this expe¢tation that we built the fine 
airport which St. Louis has. Our fault has been 
that we did not follow up this progressive move 
as we should have dqne. We sat down and waited 
for air traffic to come to us, whereas other communi- 
ties went out and used their influence to get it. The 
Chicago airport is not comparable to our own. Yet 
planes come and £0 constantly, passengers and red- 
caps rush about, taxicabs come and go. It is a 
heehive beside whi¢h our own beautiful airport is 
little more than a/ pastoral acene. 

Air traffic is stil/ in its infancy. As invention per- 
fects the plane, imcreases its capacity and makes this 
most modern of all our forms of travel safer, the 
yolume of air /traffic will increase far beyond any: 
‘thing we know now. It has been so with highway 
‘traffic. Twenty-five years ago, there were 116,000 
| automobiles in the United States. Today, there are 
more than 25,000,000. Airplanes are now flying from

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CONTINUE THIS GOOD WORK. 


Representative Cochran of 8t. Louis is to be com- 
mended for introducing a bill to make a permanent 
governmental agency of the Central Statistical Board, 
which President Roosevelt created by executive order 
two years ago at the recommendation of a committee 
of the American Statistical Association, the profes 
sional organization of the statisticians of the country. 
This board, during its short existence, has performed 
a splendid service in co-ordinating the atatistical 
activities of the various governmental departments. 
The result has been not only the avoidance of much 
unnecessary duplication, but an improvement in the 
quality of Federal statistics. Where there formerly 
was little or no co-operation among the many depart- 
ments and bureaus, there is now increasing joint én- 
deavor in. the compilation of statistics. 

From this it should be plain that the proposed 
establishment of this board on a permanent hasis is 
not subject to criticism on the score that it sets up 
“another commission.” Nor can it be opposed for the 
reason that it would add to the cost of government, 
since all the members of the board, with the excep- 
tion of the chairman, would serve without salary. 
If further testimony is needed in behalf of a perma- 
nent board of this character, the support of many 
outstanding officials in the executive departments, 
including Dr. Isador Lubin, able Commissioner of 
Labor Statistics, may be cited. 

It is to be hoped that the bill, which has been re- 
ported to the Committee on Expenditures in the FEx- 
ecutive Departments, of which Representative Coch- 
ran is chairman, will

Dust: Obliterator of Civilizations 


~~ 
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Recent dust storms in West remind historian of how ancient empires were lost; covered 
by dust, their existence became a legend until archaeologists dug them up; ancient 
Rome has been excavated, but early China and India still are unknown; how 
Schliemann found seven buried cities, one atop another, where Troy once thrived.

HE recent extensive dust storms in this 

country are to most people a new phe- 

nomenon, and most alarming. Tons of 
top soil, the most fertile soil, have been 
picked up by the wind and carried more than 
a thousand miles. The amount of dust, the 
rapidity of its movement, the depth to which 
buildings have heen buried in a few hours, 
is remarkahle and instructive. Such storms 
are not new in history, however, and their 
very mature explains much which would 
otherwise puzzie historians about the growth 
and development of the world. 

The dust explains to us as has nothing 
else the disappearance of the old empires in 
history, the rapidity and completeness of 
their disappearance, and (a reflection not 
so comforting to us) the dust’s permanence, 

The most densely populated and highly 
civilized part of the world in antiquity was 
Mesopotamia, yet it has been for centuries 
almost uninhabited, little better than a des- 
ert. There were the glories of Nineveh and 
Babylon, of Persia in the days of Xerxes, 
who threatened Greece. Yet Europe lost for 
centuries even the fact that such civiliza- 
tions ever existed. The answer is dust.

These empires were buried so deep in dust 
that generation after generation lived and 
died on the new level above their ruins with- 
out knowing that they had ever been. 
Archaeologists of the nineteenth century 
literally excavated the fact that the old 
empires once lived there; they had become 
a@ memory of historians and delvers in 
ancient books, a legend of which the general 
publie had no memory and of which no 
visible evidence was left. 

So Egypt was buried. The Pharaohs dis- 
appeared under thousands of tons of sand 
and soil, leaving only the Pyramids and the 
Sphinx visible, themselves half-buried de- 
spite their huge size. The royal tombs have 
heen in recent years found and opened by 
mining operations; that is, sinking shafts 
straight down through the layers piled upon 
them through the centuries. The whole level 
of the country was raised many feet. 

So ancient Rome of the Republie and of 
the Caesars disappeared under the. dust: 
there, too, the level of the whole area was 
raised many feet. Here and there, during 
the Middie Ages, the tops of tall columns 
protruded, but. so much dust blew in during 
the first centuries of the Christian era that 
the bulk of old Rome was covered, so deep- 
ly that the Middle Ages lived over it with- 
out remembering that there was anything 
left of it. 

Today, Mussolini is excavating parts of the 
deposit, removing buildings now on top of 
it, digging great pits at the bottom of which 
appear the ruins of old Rome, stil! partially 
upright. It has been there untouched, and 
unknown, since the Romans themselves 
waiked its streets and forums. 

How Rome could have disappeared, so 
quickly and completely has heen a mystery. 
Do not our own dust storms of recent weeks 
suggest a solution”? 

So the old India was buried, so deep that 
the archaeologists have not yet found it. So 
old China was huried. Chinese history tells 
of the first civilization, and a great and pop- 
ulous empire it was, thriving in Western 


China in regions now largely uninhabited. 
No one knows its site. Here and there are 
great stone figures, erected in very early 
time, still sticking up out of the ground, but 
there seem to be no real remains of a civili- 
zation in their vicinity. If that is the site 
and if, as in other early civilizations, the 
buildings were built of huge, rough-cut 
stones, they are buried deep, indeed. It seems 
probable that the dust storms from the great 
Gobi Desert drove the early Chinese east to- 
ward the Pacific, stage by stage. 
- * * 

In some places, these burials of a district 
happened many times. The case of Troy, 
where Hector and Achilles fought and where 
the long black ships of the Greeks lined the 
shore for 30 years, is one of the best known 
and one of the most interesting. In the mid- 
die of the nineteenth century, scholars con- 
tended that Troy had never existed, that 
Agamemnon and Achilles never lived, that 
Homer himself was a mythical figure. The 
Iliad and Odyssey were legends, about imag- 
inary heroes and imaginary places. The dust 
had done its work well. There was no such 
site to be found in Asia Minor as Homer 
described, 

A German business man, grown rich in the 
Russian trade, did not believe this. Failure 
to find Troy was due to failure to dig deeply 
enough, After long study, he decided that 
a rather small hill was the site. There he 
presently uncovered seven cities, one on top 
of the other. Each was built of large stones; 
the walls of several were immensely thick 
and fairly high; part of the walls of some 
buildings were still standing. They had not 
been thrown down and destroyed. They had 
been buried in dust and forgotten' 

Six times the site was buried; five times 
a later people built upon what they appar- 
ently took to be clear ground: at last the 
dust came triumphant and buried all seven 
50 deep, and all traces of settlement with 
them, that in 1870 men could deny that there 
were ruins there. The little hill into which 
Schliemann dug did not look as if it con- 
cealed one city, to say nothing of seven. 

There are many such cases in Asia Minor. 
Many a flourishing city was destroyed by 
the enemy, burned or ravaged by pestilence, 
and was consequently deserted. Promptly 
buried by the dust, its very existence was 
hidden and later men built there again. In 
many places, archaeologists have found As- 
syria upon Babylon, Persia upon Assyria, 
Macedonia and later Greek cities upon Per- 
sian, and Roman upon the Greek. It is the 
dust that has preserved antiquity for us.

VANDENBERG CALLS 
FARLEY THREE-IVONE 


“Chairman of Two Political 
Committees, Postmaster-Gener- 
al When He Can Spare Time.”’

WASHINGTON, May 9.—Post- 
master-General Farley was attack- 
ed as “today’s great three-in-one” 
and the New Deal as “the acquisi- 


tive political dynasty of 1935” in a 
speech here last night by Senator 
Vandenberg of Michigan.

Claus astride a mule,” Vandenberg 
told the National League of Wom- 
en Voters when he arose to discuss 
the “wholly academic” subject of 
“can the parties live without pat- 
ronage ?”

Our little brown brothers of the 
Philippines are not a compact peo- 
ple. They are not ready to main- 
tain themselves as a separate na- 
When we withdraw, the is- 
lands will be torn with internal 
strife. The new suzerain of Asia 
will find itself compelled to “step 
in” for the “peace of the Orient,” 
and we had better decide right now 
whether any right or duty of Ours 
runs so far as to try to prevent 
that. 

For one, I think not. We shall 
have enough to do to watch the 
West Pacific without sticking our 
necks out in the East. If we want 
a long-drawn war on sea-borne com- 
merce, the way to insure it 1s to 
keep on fingering that buzz-saw.
